skillful hen breeders lives near Atto«, 
and his neighbors have long wondered 
how ho had fresh eggs, when all ot their 
hens were frozen up, as it wore. His 
house WPS visited nearly every day by 
people from Beloit and Janosvillo who 
thirsted for fresh eggs, and »hen they 
were taken down cellar and saw a oaoo 
halt full of the fruit/.with perhaps a 
3tray feathor sticking hero and there, 
they smiled, and invariably bought the 
entire lot.

Xho Water Works question has token 


more o[ oar timo, effort and money Mian 
any other matter which we have had un- 
der consideration. Its discussion on uliis 
floor, communicates with other rcltics. 
Tho visits received by bulidors ami con- 
tractors, as weli as the circulation of 
petitions by our members, and by ('".hers 
In our employ, • served to erouso public 
sentiment on this important matter, so 
that when the results of our work wore 
presented to the common council, they re- 
ceived the most piompt attention. 
That 


body was c:itirely justified in taking the 
necessary legal steps to Carey out the 
clearly expressed wishes ot their constit- 
uents, when our petitions wero present- 
ed.
